Independent claims 1, 9 and 15 teach that an indicator bar is superimposed with 
the data item and that the margin of the bar indicates the level of the item in the 
hierarchy. The use of shapes to indicate the hierarchy level of an item is known, 
however, the use of an indicator bar's margin, in combination with all the other claim 
limitations, is a novel approach to indicating an items level in a hierarchy.
